1. The STUDENT PEACE ASSOCIATION (SPA) is self- 
described In the current University of Arizona (UA) list 
of campus organizations as follows: 

*The STUDENT PEACE ASSOCIATION attempts to 
unite students for the purpose of exploring peace- 
ful solutions to the arms race and cold var. The 
SPA sponsors and co-sponsors various speahers 
throughout the school year.** 

Policies and activities of the SPA have been generally 
anti-draft and against the Vietnam var, and there has been 
little effort to challenge the UA administration or to dis- 
rupt campus and academic activities. Current membership 
of the SPA is approximately 20. It is rather loosely organ- 
ized and few formal meetings are held.

STUDENTS rOR A DEMOCRATIC SOClgTT 

Tfae Students for s Desocratic Society (SDS ) , 
as It Is known today, came into being at a founding con- 
vention held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, ltf62. Tbe 
SDS IS an association of young people on the left and has 
a current program of protesting tbe draft, promoting a 
campaign for youth to develop a conscientious objector 
status, denouncing United States intervention in the war 
in Vietnam and to **radically transform" the university 
community, and provide for its complete control by students. 

Gus Ball, General Secretary, Communist Party, 

USA, when interviewed by a representative of United Press 
International in San Francisco, California; on May 14, 

1965, described tbe SDS as a part of the "responsible left" 
which the Party has "going for us." At tbe June, 1965, 

SDS National Convention, an anticommunist proviso was re- 
moved from the SDS constitution. In the October 7, 1966, 
issue of "Mew Left Notes," the official publication of SDS, 
an SDS spokesman stated that there are some communists In 
SDS and they are welcome. *
